Senate Budget Unit Approves 
$458 Billion for Fiscal 1978

The proposed budget for fiscal 
1978 contains nearly 81 the funds 
President Carter has requested 
for defense but substantially cuts 
his requests for international 
Spending. Last week, the House 
Budget Committee adopted a 
budget with 2 deficit of $643 bil- 
lion for the federal spending 
Fear that begins Oct. 1. The 
government is expected to run a 
deficit of $69.8 billion in the 
current fiscal year. 

‘The House and Senate con- 
mittee actions can give little en- 


* couragement to President Carter, 


who claims he plans to balance 
the federal budget by 1981. 

On Peb. 22, President Carter 
Proposed a 1978 budget which 
would spend nearly the same 
amount 85 the Senate commit- 
tee has approved but he estimat~ 
ed bis budget would result in a 
deficit, of $57.7 billion. But 
Senate commitiee aides said yes- 
terday that the President's bud- 
get- makes many more optimistic 
assumptions about the economy 


than do the congressional bud- - 


gets, The President also propas- 
ed additional spending programs 
after he submitted his budget on 
Feb. 22. Committee staff mem- 
bers estimate that President Car- 
ter’s budget would run a deficit 
of $66 billion, larger than both 
the House and Senate versions. 
Early Test 

In what some committee meimn- 
bers have construed as an early 
vest of the President’s proposed 
tax rebates for 1977, the Senate 
Budget Committee, on a straight 
party-line vote, gave implicit ap- 
proval-to the $50-e-person rebate. 

The President's rebate proposal 
is in trouble in the Senate, Carter 
administration officials have ac- 
kmowledged. Most Republicans 
are opposed to the one-shot re- 
bate, preferring 2 permanent tax 
cut, and many Democrats disagree 
with the notion that the $50 pay- 
ment would do much to stimulate 
the economy. 

Last week, Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget Director Bert 
Lance said that, if the vote on 
the rebate were held now. its 
chances would be “iffy.” The 
Senate will vote on the rebate 


* April 18. 


In yotes yesterdey, however, 
Democrats joined ranks to kill 
two Republican budget proposals 
that would have set policy on 
the assumption that the rebates 
will be defeated.

2 Clerks Make Millions in Capitol

WASHINGTON, April 7.—Two 
House clerks are drawing annual 
salaries of nearly $15,000 each 
while running their own $]-mil- 
lion-2-year printing business rent- 
free on the Capitol grounds. 

The House Republican leader, 
John Rhodes. R-Ariz, said he 
was shocked by the disclosure, 
which surfaced yesterday. and 
vowed to try τὸ change the ap- 
parently legal arrangement. 

House Spéaker Thomas O'Neil. 
D-Mass.. said he would look into 
the matter but did not criticize 
the subsidized operations. 

Rep. Rhodes said through a 
Spokesman. “This is just one cf 
the archaisms- around this place 
that need to be re-examined and 
changed.” He said he would call 
a meeting of the GOP House 
leadership after the Easter recess 
“to decide what our alternatives 
are.” 

“It's clear that some other ar- 
rangement 1s necessary because 
I can’t approre of Congress sub- 
sidizing these peopte.” he said. 

Denied Look πὶ Books

About half their private print- 
ing income is derived from tax- 
payer fonds) In mid-1975, the 
House agreed to provide eavh 
member with a $5.000 constituent 
communications allowance, Most 
of that money used for printing 
goes to the private operations of 
the two clerks. 

GAO Audit 

According to Clerk of the House 
reports, Jast year the House paid 
members’ printing bills totaling 
$1.25 million to the private firms 
run by Mr. Ramage and Mr. 
Lankford. 

Mr, Lankford’s company last 
year. according to the General 
Accounting Office, did $1.2 mil- 
lion worth of business. The House 
minority printing clerk, a 24-rear 
veteran in that job. received a 
$77.400 salary last year as presi- 
dent-treasurer of his private com- 
pany. 

In addition, the firm showed 5 
$72,766 profit for the year. Mr. 
amazes company sharply in- 
creased its business with Demo- 
cratic members last year after 
institution of the new constituent 
communications allowance. 

His firm's fiscal 1976 volume of 
81 million was almost double that 
ef a year earlier, Mr. Ramage 
also drew ἃ §41.470 salary last 
year. leaving bis company with 
a $60,940 net profit. according to 
the GAO.

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Butter, No Guns, for Mr. Sadat 


President Sadat uf Egrpt has a new “very 
dear friend" in Washington, an embrace that 
needs to be understood as well as appre- 
eiated. For all the charm and hospitality 
of Jimmy Carter's White House. his is a 
friendship of need and convenience. It is 
the same friendship that was so ostenta- 
tHHously pressed upon Henry Kissinger's 
cheeks on the banks of the Nile. The 
United States can and shouid reciprocate 
these sentiments, but it need not purchase 
them with arms. 

Mr. Sadat's shift of political alleglance 
from the Soviet Union to the United States 
after the 1973 Middle East war was a shrewd, 
dramatie and weleome turnabout. The Rus- 
slans had equipped him to attack the Is- 
raelis, an act that reinforced his stature at 
home and in that region. But they had 
little else to offer. and were not ever very 
generous in rebuilding his war machine, 

The United States. by contrast. possessed 
enough leverage on Israel to force a with- 
drawal from some Egyptian territory, to per- 
mit the reopening of the Suez Canal and 
to press for other concessions. The United 
States also held the key to international 
economic aid for Egypt's struggling economy. 
And it symbolized the power of private 
capital, which Mr. Sadat wished to attract 
and to foster in his country. Globally. he 
might have tried to play off West against 
East. like President Nasser. his predecessor. 
But thea evolution of his domestic order 
made anti-Communism more congenial, So 
he sent the Russians packing. 

Mr. Sadat has chosen well. Hence the en- 
comiums for President Carter, The Israelis 
Temain under American pressure to nego- 
tiate further withdrawals, Western ald has 


preserved Mr. Sadat's grip on power. In 
American eyes, Egypt has become a moderat- 
ing force in the Middle East and in North- 
em Africa and Mr. Sadat is a erucial actor 
in the effort to win Arab acceptance and 
security for Israel 

Now the Egyptian leader is pressing for 
American arms. He 15 uncomfortable about 
maintaining a political commitment to 
Washington while sti) depending militarily 
on Moscow. He needs to assuage an army 
that reckons the value of foreign alignments 
and domestic allegiance by the quantity and 
quality of weapons received. He says he 
needs arms to help keep Communism out of 
Africa, but that is carrying concern for 
American sensibilities toc far; he needs arms 
to stay within eight of the vastly superior 
Israeli forces. 

If the Carter administration is serious 
about kicking the habit of buying diplomatic 
friends with military hardware. here is 2 
good place to begin. Egypt's weapons will 
fire tn only one direction, and it would be 
senseless for the United States to be supply~ 
ing both sides in another Middle East war. 
Ir at some point it became desirable to 
strengthen Egypt relative to Israel, this 
could be better done by restraining arms 
shipments to Israel, If the purpose (5 to 
strengthen Mr. Sadat’s regime at home, then 
he ought to be sustained for longer than 
an army's appetite can be quelled, with 
further economic assistance of palpable 
benefit to his people. The realities that 
made Mr. Sadat the friend of America have 
not changed and they will not be shattered 
by a polite deferral of his request to another, 
calmer time in the Middle East.

On Sheikhs and Oil 


“You need us more than we need you,” 
said a high Saudi Arabian official over the 
weekend, as he was talking about American 
oil imports, The official was not identified 
m the news story, but we note that Sheikh 


Zaki Yamani, the Saudi oil. minister, was in 
Washington. The remark was, in any case, 
accurate. We need the Saudis' of] a great 
deal more than they need U.S. dollars. 

Such a relationship is dangerous becausé 
audi policy in setting prices no longer has 
much to do with economics. It has become 
wholly a matter of politics, The market puts 
no real restraints on the limit to which the 
Saudis could push those prices if they chose. 
Currently they are using this awesome power 
im the other direction, restraining the price 
increases demanded by some of their part- 
ners in OPEC. What do the Saudis seek in 
return for this restraint? American friend- 
ship, of eourse, and technical support in 
industrialization. 

But there's a bit more. The Saudis have 
large political interests throughout the 
Middle East, and they naturally are going 
to expect assistance in pursuing them. Then 
there's still one more thing. The Saudis are 
2 small population with very Little capabil- 
ity to defend their country. The more that 


the world’s economy depends upon their oil, 
the more obvious it becomes that—to put 
it gently—the United States has to guaran- 
tee the stability of the Gulf region. For all 
of these reasons, Henry Kissinger was dead 
Tight the other day when he reminded a 
congressional commitiee that this country's 
poor performance in energy conservation 
“impairs our national security.” 

American of! consumption last month was 
running about 18 million barrels a day, 2 fat 
4 per cent higher than a year earlier. Since 
domestie production is still slowly declining, 
the imports make up the whole increase. 

All the longstanding trends continue un- 
chalienged, In 1973. before prices shot up. 
this country bought half of its imported oil 
from other Western Hemisphere countries, 
mainly Venezuela and Canada. But both 
are cutting down exports—Venezuela to con- 
serve declining reserves. Canada to fuel its 
own furnaces—while US. demands keep 
rising. 

There are two basic questions that an oll 
conservation policy has to answer. The first 
is how much the United States can afford to 
conserve without intolerable disruption. The 
other is how much lt can afford not to con- 
serve,

No Rush to Judgment 


When asked last week whether he believed 
Dutch journalist Willem Oltmans's testimony 
ta the House Assassinations Committee, Rep. 
Ri-nardson Preyer. D-N.C., replied, “Ask me 
the question again in a few months.” It 
was ἃ good response. The committee can- 
not keep others from pepping up with stories 
of conspiracies against President Kennedy 
or Martin Luther King jr., as Mr. Oltmans 
Gid with bis vague accounts of talks with 
George de Mohrenschilét, a former acquain- 
tance of Lee Harvey Oswald who apparently 
committed suicide last week. But the House 
pane) does not have to react instantly to 
such developments, and indeed cannot do 
sc without sacrificing 81] hopes for a sys- 
tematic, responsible and trustworthy Inquiry. 

The next few months should show whether 
the reconstituted committee has really set- 
tied down after the series of misadventures 
that made its first months so embarrassing 
to the House. It now has a new chairman, 
Rep. Louis Stokes, D-Ohio. an opportunity 
to engage a new chief counsel; a prudent set 
of rules and investigative procedures: a more 
sensible $2.7-miilion budget, and an author- 
jzation from the House to carry on for the 
rest uf the term of this Congress. With its 
lease on life much more secure, its mem- 
bers should be better able to resist the temp- 
tation to court headlines and toss out tantal- 
izing scraps of “evidence’ to justify the 
inquiry. 

The panel has been criticized for present- 
nq little so far except a mishmash of old 


gossip and tired tales that hare already 
been discredited. There is a lot of such 
stuff floating around. But there are also 
persistent questions about each case that 
trouble many people who are not wedded to 
any particular explanation or enamored of 
conspiracy theories in general, These ques- 
tions—such as how James Earl Ray's travels 
were financed, and why the FEI was so in- 
tent on proving that Lee Harvey Oswald 
acted alone—should be the focus of the in- 
vestigations now. 

Perhaps the trails have srown too cold: 
many people who might have been helpful 
have died; memories have become unde- 
pendable: vital evidence may have been 
destroyed. or may be hidden beyond reach. 
In view of all this, the committee should not 
inflate public expectations by holding back 
its findings for some grandiose final report. 
Instead, as partial conclusions emerge from 
the investigation, they should be set forth 
in perlodic public hearings or sharply 
focused interim reports. That way, the 
public can gradually get some answers 
about both the cases and the committee it- 
self, and realistic judgments can be made 
about the wisdom of pressing on. After all, 
the final answer may turn out to be that 
there can be no final answers. The com- 
mittee ought to reconcile itself. right now, 
to the possibility that this could be its 
maximum contribution to public under- 
standing of these tragedies.

A Plea to Accept Vietnam 


Hoe EONG—Two years have 
passed since, along with 1,400 
other Americans, I ignominiously 
fled Saigon by helicopter as the 
North Vietmamese approached 
the outskirts of the city. There 
are days when it seems like 20 
years, and others when tt seems 
only a matter of weeks or months, 

Does it matter? 

It matters oniy if the perspec- 
tive begins to be right whatever 
the time frame. We have short 
memories, especially when wea 
want to forget something pain- 
ful or shameful. Vietnam must 
not be forgotten, either the bad 
things we did there 2nd the good 
things we could have done but 
seldom did—failures of commis- 
sion and omission. But it’s too 
easy just to say we bad no right 

be there in the first place, 
and that the war was immoral 
from the start. 


Long before it started, in fact, 
and we made the mistake of 
putting half a million troops in- 
to the country we made a moral 
commitment to Vietnam that was 
justified, in behalf of freedom 
and human rights and decoloni- 
zation. Its justification is now 
being documented br such ac- 
counts as that of André Gelinas, 
the French Canadian Catholic 
Priest who spent 28 years in the 
South and who stayed on 15 
months after the North Vietnam~ 
ese victory. His long article which 
appeared recently in L7ixpress in 
Paris and in The New York Re- 
view of Books offers the mast 
detailed and graphic summary 
we have so far of the new Com- 
munis, tyranny in South Viet~ 
nam. of what “Liberation” has 
meant to the southerners. 


Menlbers and sympathizers of 
the old Provisional Revolutionary 
Government have been shunted 
aside. or worse, and ordinary 
people who were ready to give 
the new regime the benefit of 
the doubt at first have been 
subjected to the miseries of 2 
new dictatorship—harsh daily 
regimentation, ypenury, arrest, 
exile to New Economic Areas, 
and imprisonment. Suicides have 
become common. 


Differences 


‘The truth of the matter. which 
manr of us suspected, is that 
the North doesn't know what to 
do with the South. No more 
than the French or the Ameri- 
cars did earlier. Hanoi will exer~ 
cise its fist, use the factories and 
fields of the South as it desires, 
but I doubt that, however stern 
its measures, it will ever be able 
altogether to bridle the south- 
erners because they are nob that 
easily reined in.

One of the Last of the Smoky Jazz Cellars 


By Michael Zwerin 


p4zs (IHT).—The Nazis found 

jazz subversive and banned 
it. Parisian musicians played it 
muted in cellars. 
Werld War ΤΙ, jazz caves flour- 
ished. Places like Le Chat Qui 
Péche, Le Chameleon, Le Tabou, 
Club St, Germain. Now there 
are only a few, and the Riverbop 
on Rae St. André des Arts is 
one of them. 

When the Riverbop’s program 
is listed in a periodical, not often, 
chances gre it will be inaccurate. 
Press releases and firm schedules 
do not go with the cellar men- 
tality. Bands sometimes are an 
hour late. Just breathing for 
one set is like smoking @ pack 
of cigarettes. However, jazz is 
@ personal expression in many 
ways more at home in intimate. 
funky cellars than concert halls. 

Jacqueline Ferrarie took over 
the old Riverboat, a private 
Dixieland club, four years ago 
and wanted to change the name 
but not too much. 

She is a rabid fan, a robust 
den mother protecting her clan. 
Musicians do not pay for drinks, 
and they cut their rates to play 
for her: “I learned to love jazz 
in the cellars of St, Germain. 
For me this sort of ambiance is 
jazz. 

Incredible Kindness 

“There's incredible kindness 
between musicians here. Ive 
never had the slightest hint of 
trouble, never even seen a lack 
of respect between them... 
black or white, French or Amer- 
ican. ‘They all play honest music 
in here. ‘There’s no reason to 
work the Riverbop otherwise, 
Té’s an anachronism.” 

The cellar, is divided by thick 
stone walls into four small arched 
chambers, fram three of which 
it is impossible to see the band. 
A musician who works there 
said: “Look, I don't want to say 
anything bad about the Riverbop. 
I don’t lke it because it's tao 
small and smoky, But it's the 
only place left in Paris where 
musicians hang out and listen 
to each other.” 

Other jazz clubs are expensive 
or part-time; people come to 
dance, talk or be seen tather 
than listen. The music tends to 
be tamed, institutionalized. To 
earn the mame, a jazz musician 
must try and play differently 
every Right. He must take the 
risk of making mistakes in pub- 
lic, Jazz is adventure, explora- 
tion, self-analysis, therapy and 
that is what can be heard more 
often than not in the Riverbap. 

Miss Ferraria often keeps 
serving drinks (iree? te musi- 
clans until 6 or 7 am., while 
ministering to their frustration: 
“When 2 musician finishes, he 
needs to unwind. He-is often 
depressed. Dawn is when the 
blues come. If he wants to hear 
@ cervain record, I just can't 
close up on him. He needs a 
drink, someone to talk to. I 
cant say no, I just can't. And 
then not one franc comes in. 
I'm often here 26 hours a day. 

No Publicity 

“I'm at the end of my strengih. 
- Im running out of money, If 
anyone's to blame it's French 
journalists. 1 try to get pub- 
Ticity but nine times out of 10 
when I eall with the program 
they don’t list it. They don't 
bother with little clubs like this, 
They're wrong, they're so wrong, 
And when they do write some- 
thing occasionally, they are nega- 
Give more often than not. French 
journalists love to criticize. I 

can’t go on much longer.” 

She discovered jazz when she

—Wholesale prices increased 1.1 
per cent in March. the second 
big monthly increase in a row 
and much worse than expected. 

The increase followed a rise of 
0.9 per cent in February and was 
the largest monthly rise since 
October 1975. 

Although prices of farm prod- 
ucts led the price surge with a 
2.5-per-cent increase, the most 
alarming danger signa!’ in the 
report was a O-percent im- 
crease in prices of industrial 
commodities, up from a G.6-per- 
cent increase in February. 

Economists look to prices of 
industrial goods as giving the 
best picture of underlying infla- 
thonary trends. There were 
sharply higher prices during the 
month for metals and metal 
products, textiles, apparel and 
transportation equirment. 

The Labor Department said 
prices also turned up for lumber 
and wood products, rubber and 
plastic products following de- 
clines in February. 

Price trends at the wholesale 
level are eventually passed along 
to consumers, at least in part, 
and ultimately effect the retail 
price index. 

If continued for a 12-month 
period, the imerease in wholesale 
prices would result in an overall 
increase of 13.2 per cent for the 
year, well into the feared double- 
digit range for inflation. Whole- 
Sale prices had increased 6.8 per 
cent for the year ending in 
March, 

The department's March iidex 
stood at 191.9 per cent, meaning 
that goods priced at $100 at 
wholesale in 1967 cost $191.80 
last month.

Strike or Not, 
NBA Games 
To Be Played 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, April 7 
(AP).—Lawrence O'Brien, Na- 
tional Basketball Association 
commissioner, says that a possi- 
ble strike by referees would not 
interrupt the remaining league 
games or the pldyoffs, which 
begin next week. 

“I can assure you that those 
games will go forward and that 
they will be competently offi- 
ciated.” he satd. 

The league, he said. had been 
in touch with two groups of offi- 
cials who were ready to step in, 
should the regular referees strike, 
They Inctude officials from the 
Eastern League. 2 minor circuit, 
and officials who were trained 
previousiy to step in as possible 
third officials in NBA games. he 
said. Two referees officiate each 
NBA game. 

(In Philadelphia, a lawyer for 
the referees said they Would 
await the outcome of the meet- 
ings of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board before deciding 
whether to strike.) 

“Our responsibility is ta sce to 
it that our schedule is in no way 
interrupted," OBrien said. “We 
are going to insure that. to the 
teams, the fans and the plarers.

He termed “irresponstble and 
unconscionable” comments by 
Richie Phillips, attorney for a 
group of 24 NBA referees who 
pave voted unanimously to strike 
the playoffs.

Massachusetts Isles Wave Secession Flag

HILMARK, Mass. April 7 

(NYT) —Insurrection is 

sweeping the islands of Martha's 
Vineyard and Nantucket. 

Angered by the loss of their 
representatives in a redistricting 
of the state legislature, the ts- 
landers have been threatening to 
secede from Massachusetts. 

‘The voters in this small town 
on Martha's Vineyard solemnly 
took up the question ef secession 
85 the first order of business at 
their annua) town meeting Mon- 
day night, and voted 139 to 31 
to withdraw from the Common- 


wealth. On Nantucket, a seces- 
Sionist resolution on Monday won 
in a similar landslide, 1.725 to 404. 
And, on Cutiyhunk island, the 
town of Gosnold voted 53 to 2 
to secede. Other Vineyard towns 
will have their meetings in the 
next few weeks, and the issue 
appears to be gaining momentum. 

The talk of secession, people 


here say, which began as @ sort
